Bomb Blast 


SAIGON (UPI) 
—A Christ­ 
m as Eve bomb blast r i p p e d 
through an American m ilitary 
officers’ club in the heart of 
Saigon 
tonight, 
wounding 
at 
least 38 Americans, 13 Vietnam­ 
ese and one Australian. 


One report said 52 Americans 
had been wounded. The blast 
set the building afire, set off 
explosions in the gas tanks of 
cars and trucks in the parking 
lot, shattered windows a quar­ 
ter of a mile away, and hurled 
heavy truck tires 50 yards. 


It came just before the dinner 
hour, while many officers were 
washing up. Some of the wound 
ed were led from the building 
clad only in bloody shorts. 


Police 
said 
the 
d e v i c e 
weighed at least IOO pounds 
Apparently it was set off in a 
parked U.S. m ilitary jeep in a 
garage inside the building. Only 
the fenders and bumpers of the 
vehicle were left. 


The building, the Brink bach 
d o r officers’ quarters, houses 
125 m ilitary officers. It has an 
officers’ club and an officers 
mess. 


There was no indication if the 
blast was a Communist Viet

Bleak Yule 


No Tax Hike In Middletown 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - It 
will be a bleak Christm as Eve 
for more than 7,000 persons left 
homeless by floods in northern 
California, Oregon and Idaho. 
The three-day ram page already 
has taken at least 13 lives. 


In northern California, a one- 
day breather between storm s 
enabled 
the 
debris-filled 
Eel 
River to subside a little after 
peaking at 30 feet at Fern- 
bridge, 
better than 
two feet 
above the great crest of the 
1955 deluge in which 64 lives 
were lost. 


Forecaster Lyle Rasey said 
that “ a series of storm s is still 
moving in from the southwest, 
but we hope the precipiation 
will not be so heavy.” 


Other officials also expressed 
optimism that the forecast in­ 
term ittent 
rains 
and 
cooling 
tem peratures would not push 
rivers out over m ore land and 
would not melt the mountain 
snowpack so quickly. 


Oregon Gov. M ark Hatfield 
said ‘‘we seem to be over the 
hum p.”

Dope Addict Charged In Slaying Of Bucks Heiress, 37

—Police 
said a dope addict today con­ 
fessed to the rape and strangu­ 
lation of an attractive former

The addict, Robert Sims, 22, 
was booked early today for the
